In times past, I am told on good 


authority, that tha poor natives could 
not afford the marriage fee that was de- 
manded and many of them mated up 
and lived as man and wife. If prosper- 
ity cane in after years they had a legal- 
ized marriage wliea they could afford. 
When they lived together in this man- 
ner it was looked upou as all right pro- 
vided they had no other lovers.

an "Humbre" (mala child). Since the 
natives have found out that the provost 
marshal will officiate andt legalize mar- 
riages, they have availed themselves of 
his courtesy. It is one of the boasts of 
that official that ho officiated at the first 
Filipino marriage (outside the friars) 
ou the island. A few days ago the 
provo rounded up the disaolute women, 
held a medical iurvey, and drove six or 
eight of them out of Cavite. There has 
been quite a number of inter-marriages 
between the American soldiers and tho 
natives, several here in Cavite, but the 
story of the experience of tho California 
lieutenant ia well known.' He married 
one of the native woolen and lived 
pleasantly with her until it came time 
for the regiment to return home. Then 
we left hor and when tho launch made 
tho final trip to take tl.o mail to the 
transport, the wife was at thn landing 
and piloously plead to be allowed to go 
out to tho ship to bid her husband 
good hyo.

P>ut I It'll you the British 
have been guilty of the meanest system 
of espionage ever practiced, and Secreta- 
ry Hay made a great mistake in not hear- 
ing what Maernm had to say. A genuine 
American secretary of state would not 
rest until he had compelled the British 
government to make abject apologies. 
Why, it is inconceivable that any govern- 
ment, however weak, should tolerate such 
violation of its official mail. The envel- 
opes Mr. Maerum showed me bore the 
official se.il of the state department, and 
they could not have been inadvertently 
opened by tire censor. The violation was 
dune with deliberation and without :uiy 
jitterapt to excuse or conceal it."

CMIL THEWS FATE. 


Believed That the Measure 
t 
Cannot Be Passed. 


IIFLUEHOE OF PUBLIO OPHIOH. 


Frl»4« mt tlie Treaty CoMC«*e, It !• 


Said, Tb*t It C«»mot Be R«ll«ed 
Without AwrB«Ua«nt—Probablr Not 
Half tlie Senate Favorable. 
New York, Fob. 20.—According to the 


Washington correspondent of The Sun 
then- is now little or no prospect of fa- 
vorable action or, indeed, of action of 
any sort at present by the senate with 
regard to the Hay-Pauncefote canal 
treaty. Criticism of the convention is so 
keen and widespread that it has convinc- 
ed senators ou both bides of the chamber 
•nd both sides of the question that popu- 
lar opinion regards the treaty as signed 
as a good thing for England and a bad 
thing for the United States and that it 
ought to be rejected. This conviction 
having been forced upon the senate by 
the voice of the people as expressed 
through the newspaper press and through 
the correspondence of the senators, the 
treaty will by common consent be allow- 
ed to lie dormant awhile in the hope that 
some means of escape from the embar- 
rassing situation may present 
itself. 


Therefore at the regular meeting of the 
committee 
on 
foreign 
relations 
on 


Wednesday morning no attempt will be 
made to dispose of the treaty. This de- 
termination is not due in any measure to 
the fact that Senator Lodge, a member 
of the subcommittee appointed to pre- 
pare data bearing upon the relation of 
the Ciayton-Buhver treaty to the canal 
bill,'has been suddenly called to Boston 
by the death of his mother and cannot 
therefore be present at Wednesday's 
meeting. The policy of "let alone" was 
agreed to before the Massachusetts sena- 
tor received the telegram which called 
him from Washington and was due en- 
tirely to the unsatisfactory conations in 
the senate growing out of the «Biiiversal 
opposition to the treaty as it stands. 


A Republican senator who has been 


as outspoken in defense of the treaty and 
in advocacy of it< ratification as any 
man in public life admitted. The Sun 
correspondent says, for the first time 
since the treaty was submitted to the 
t-enate that much more than one-third of 
the senators are now pronounced in oppo- 
sition to 'ratification unless it shall first 
be amended by some provision giving the 
United States the right to control the ca- 
nal at all times and under all circum- 
stances. 


Influenced by Public Opinion. 


The senator said that his colleagues in 


taking this view are undoubtedly influ- 
enced by public opinion, which of late 
has made itself strongly and plainly felt 
in opposition to the treat}'. He thixks 
it is a mistaken attitude and one that is 
to be regretted, for it simply places in 
the hands, of the opponents of the canal 
construction Lull a club with which to 
beat it to death. The treaty, the senator 
says,, clears the way for the canal, which 
without it cannot be constructed. 
He 


thinks it impossible to frame a treaty 
that would at once give the United 
States the power to closo the canal to 
hostile ships and cunrantee its neutrality, 
and while defending the treaty as a 
creditable diplomatic performance the 
senator admits that some of its provi- 
sions are loosely drawn. The principle is 
all right, he says, but some of the lan- 
guage is ambiguous and might have been 
improved upon. This senator has given 
the subject very careful consideration, 
but is unable to suggest an amcndro |'it 
that would meet the situation, for *the 
reason that if one should be proposed 
England would probably reject it. and 
then the treaty would conic hack to the 
s-enato only to be still more unfavorably 
received. 


Although thp senator above quoted did 


not sav that either party To the negotia- 
tion of the treaty would not INtMi to an 
amendment, he undoubedly knows, n< 
every one else does That it has been th" 
attitude or the adminUtraticm from tin- 
first that amendment of the treaty K 
out of the question. According to the 
statements of the administration 
offi- 


cials, the tieaty must be ratified or re- 
jected as it stands. If this decision is 
adhered to. it means defeat, for notli- 
iue is more certain than that in The 
present situation in the senate, brought 
about largely by the state of public opin- 
ion, 
not two-thirds of the senators and 


probably not one-half would vote for the 
treaty as it stands.

THE FEARFUL EXPERIENCE OF A WAN 


UNDER ITS SPELL.

17th of April, 18'.'7, I can hardly Nay no\v 
wlic-ther it is to fear or fascination, as «i-

::ii:s on that particular occasiou arc to be 


Accompanied by my friend, Mr. Lind- 


--•«>• Turner, I went to spend the holidays 
on a shooting trip in ttyi Blue mountains. 
New South Wales. 


On that memorablo Saturday wo had 


done, some hard climbing amid beautiful 
scenery and around a great paj> when 
we came out on a high level whicii ran 
'lack the way we bad coma We decHed 
s o return, Turner keeping to the hijrLpr 
level and I by the route we had traverse*.'., 
imt. with the understanding that we were 
'iot to lose sight, of one another. 


On the return I had very little difficulty 


in regaining the former level, for the gap 
ran many yards back, and 1 had only to 
follow it, holding by the projections of the 
ledge, until a firmly rooted shrub assisted 
mo. 


I had negotiated the narrow, -broken 


ledges and \yas about to enter comparative 
safety when, without any warning, my 
friend, the snake, came slipping leisurely 
along through the ferns and scrub within 
a. few feet of where I stood at the extreme 
end of the terrace, upon a four inch ledge, 
holding on with the lingers of hoth hands 
stuck iji n shoulder high crevice. 
Both 


the reptile and I camo to a sudden halt 
upon seeing each other, the snake's black, 
forked tongue flickering in and out as it 
raised its head threateningly. 


I wondered what on earth the bruto 


could be doing in that spot, but supposed 
it had got out of its course when making 
for the low ground and presumed that, 
after the nature of its kind, it would scut- 
tlo back again as I advanced. I was on 
tho point of moving forward when, to ray 
utter horror, instead of retreating, it be- 
gan to sway its head gently to and fro 
horizontally, at the same time coming 
toward me by imperceptible degrees until 
it lay with its round nose within striking 
distance of my leggings. 


I cannot account for the feelings which 


took possession of me. I tried to retreat—

Then it gradually 
raised its head a foot above tho center 
coil, and I have an indistinct recollection 
that 1 tried to cry to Mr. Turner to "look 
at tho black snako," while a cold sweat 
broke out ill the palms of my hands. 


Tho beiaily of the snako excited an over- 


powering sonso of admiration in me—its 
polished, jet black skin, its diamond eyes, 
the lovely tints of its belly, that flushed 
and glowed from bright crimson to rosy- 
pink, and above all the eternal licking 
and flickering of tho long forked tongue 
quivering back and forth. After a timo 
my attention was fixed on the tongue 
alone, and as I watched its incessant 
movem^j^JL felt so utterly helpless, yet so 
conscious of that helplessness, without, I 
maintain, tho slightest approach of fear, 
that I wondered how it was I continued 
to keep my hold. 


Tho head swayed moro rapidly now, and 


a 
low humming murmur 
throbbed 


through ~nj brain, drumming, drumming 
in my ears and keeping timo to the sway, 
till the eves and tongue seemed a Dashing, 
glittering band of light across my sight. 
Suddenly the movement ceased. 
My 


senses returned instantly with a great 
contraction of the heart, like one who is 
suddenly awakened to terrible danger. 


1 trembled in every limb; tho sweat 


was pouring clown my temples and along 
my spine, for my danger was imminent; 
the snake's neck was drawn back in a 
curve sideways ready to strike; it shot 
forward. 
I felt tho slight blow as it 


struck my legging, and with a shriek of 
dcsporato terror I leaped backward off tho 
cliff. 
Down, down, down I went, struck 


something—and camo to myself again, to 
find Mr. Turner holding my head on his 
kneo and bathing it with icy cold water.

tin- rfVfjse process just as efficacious uud 
ea-y. 


We r«id from li-ft to right, and when 


vsv sit down tn indit<; an episik- to our 
friends our |x-ngoes in tht- sanii'dirtx-tion.* 
Wo ojx-n a book and a fold of note paper at 
the li-ft side. That is because we read in 
tlie same direction as the su»i moves, and 
of course we must write iji a correspond- 
Sn!£ way. 
But there are two points to txs 


noted in this connection. We turn the 
leaves over from right to left, whereas it 
is really easier to do as the Jews do—begin 
nt what we call the end and turn the 
leaves with the sun. And the second point 
is that in writing we make the "o," the I 
tops of the "g" and "q," as well as cer- 
tain other curves, from right to left and 
find it very easy. 


The last mentioned point suggests that 


our ordinary direction is not absolutely 
necessary for the due pefrormanee of our 
tlaily actions, but we seem to think it is 
So deep rooted is this belief that the ma- 
jority of our worthy housewives would be 
horrified at the bare idea tlmr they should 
vary the monotony of stirring melted but- 
ter aud other culinary preparations by 
turning the spoou in the opposite direc- 
tion. 


On many farms there is a popular no- 


tion that if the churn be turned only once 
from right to left all the work previously 
done in tho manufacture of butter will bo 
nullified and the butter he no nearer than 
it was at the beginning. 


In popular medicine there are traces of 


sun worship. 
A person suffering from 


rheumatic pains often derives relief from 
rubbing the seat of the malady with tho 
open hand. Among certain classes the 
superstition prevails that the rubbing will 
not be effective unless it bo from left to 
right. 


If you are rcouested to "turn round 


three times and catch whom you may" or 
nsked to describe a circle with your eyes 
open, the odds are about a hundred to one 
that yoxi will turn in the same direction 
as the hands of your watch. You could 
do it just as well in tho reverse way, but 
that is not a usual proceeding, and you 
iton't do it. 


One curious instance of the stirvival of 


the superstition may be seen in Xew har- 
bor, Newfoundland. 
The captains of the 


ships are very careful that the first move- 
ment of their craft shall be from left to 
right. 


We perform certain movements from 


left to right because the use of tho right 
hand or arm facilitates motion in that di- 
rection or renders it necessary, but this in 
110 way affects the argument that such 
movements are a trace of sun worship. 
That ancient faith having influenced our 
actions, tho preponderance of the right 
hand over the left may well havo como 
about through copying the direction ot 
the sun. 


Who Is the TarkT 


The word Turk was for several centuries 


taken in u, religious sense as synonymous 
with Mohammedan. 
Thus in Bosnia, 


where in the fifteenth century many Slavs 
were converted to Mohammedanism, their 
descendants are still known as Turks, 
especially where they use tho Turkish 
speech in their religion. 
Obviously in 


this caso no Turkish blood need flow in 
their veins. It is tho religion of Islam, 
acting in this way, which has served to 
keep the Turks as distinct, from the Slavs 
and Greeks as they are today. 


Freeman has drawn pn instructive com- 


parison in this connection between the 
fate of the Bulgars, who are merely Slav- 
onized Finns, and the Turks, who havo 
steadily resisted all attempts at assimila- 
tion. The first came, ho says, as "mere 
heathen savages (who) <-ould be Christian- 
ized, Europeauizcd, assimilated," because 
no antipathy save that of race and speech 
had to be overcome. 
The Turks, in con- 


tradistinction, came "burdened with tho 
half truth of Islam, with the half civiliza- 
tion of the cast." By tho aid of these, 
especially the former, tho Turk has been 
enabled to maintain an independent exist- 
ence as "an unnatural excrescence" on 
this corner of Europe-—Popular Science 
Monthly.
